Pauluci his chief Minifter and Se- 
creta:y of State, and told him what a trou- 
blefome Affair he had drawn upon himfelf 
by following his and Cardinal Fourbin’s Coun- 
feis,. and that he expeéted they would cait 
about in. what Manner he might beft ciear 
his Hands of it ; whereupon that Minifter 
immediately went to Cardinal Fourbin, and 
hada long Conference with him in private. 
A Pro¢lamation has been publifh’d, prohi- 
biting all Commerce ‘with Sardinia, upon 
Advice that fome Veffels have touch’d there 
in their ge from Tunis, where the Plague 
rages very violently and {weeps away great 
Numbers of People. A Congregation of
